Large Number of Merchants Appear- 
ed Before General Council for 
Purpose of Protesting Against 

Increase in Their License 
and Were Heeded. — 


The genera] tax ordinance was read, 
debated, considered, amended and adopt- 
ed -yesterday by the. general council. 
About three hours and thirty minutes 
was consumed in the work. 

The ordimance becomes effective on 
July !, 1905, and remains in force for 
twelve months. It is the work of the 
tax committee, of wAich Alderman 
Hirsch is chairman, which reported it 
for adaption during the session of last 
Monday aftergoon. It was laid upon the 
table fqgr the adjourn meeting of yes- 
terday afternoon. 

A number of other measures of im- 
portance were disposed of before the ore 
dinance was taken up. 

Merchants Enter Protest. 

The fact that the new general tax or- 
dinance was to be considered and adopt- 
ed brought fifty or more merchants of 
various kinds to the council chamber te 
protest against the scale of license taxes 
proposed for adoption by the tax com- 
mittee, of which Alderman Hirsch is 
chairman. 

Representatives spoke for the coal and 
wood dealers, the cash register com- 
panies, the employment bureaus, the 
lumber merchants, the retall grocers and 
the peddlers. 

The retail grocers wanted a prohibi- 
tive license placed upon the peddlers, 
and the peddiers wanted the amount of 
their license to be the same as that re- 
quired of the retail grocers. 

After all sides had been heard from 
Alderman Hirsch spoke for the tax com- 
mittee, 

Scale of Licenses. 

The following scale of licenses was re- 
quired by the general council upon busi- 
ness regarding which speeches had been 
made: 

Cash register agents or dealers, $200 
per annum, 

Coal and wood brokers, selling to other 
than registered merchants, $100 per 
annum, 

Employment bureaus, $75 per annum.

year, $25. 

Peddlers in fruits and produce, no 
license to issue for less than the full 
price of one year, $200.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)\—A com-' 
munication from Secretary E. ¥. Mallary, 
of the board of trustees: of Mercer uni- 
versity, today announced to the mayor 
and council the purpose of the institu- 
tion to hold to the action of the board 
in Columbus last fall -with regard to 
the twelve scholarships given to the city. 
Secretary Mallagy cites the mayor and 
council. to the resolutions of the body 
at that time. The letter goes to Acting 
Mayor W. J. Massee. 

The resolutions were as follows: 

“The attention of the mayor and coun- 
cil of the city of,Macon is respectfully 
called to the following official communi-

As Mr. Burleson analyzes the acre- 
age cut shown by the department's 
figures—taken in connection with 
the well-known crop conditions—it 
means a crop not to exceed 10,000,000 
bales at the outside, and certainly 
that should operate to the stimula- 
tion of prices. It is not likely, in 
the light of these facts, which must 
be apparent to all operators, that any 
bearing of the priae which might 
result from the charges brought 
against the department’s statisticians 
would be more than temporary. 

We do not regard such depression 
in prices as at all certain to follow 
the investigation called for; but even 
if a temporary depression were cer- 
tain, it would still be the duty of the 
officers of the association, as it 
would be of any citizen, to press any 


4.|charges of misconduct on the part 


of government officials which they 
can substantiate. 

It is only fair to the officers of the 
association to assume that they would 
not charge the government’s statis- 
ticlans with “leaking,” or with any 
other misconduct, unless they have 
substantial evidence with which to 
sustain the charge. We feel sure the 
officers of the association have not 
permitted themselves to be misled by 
the mere gossip of the cotton specu- 
lators. They must have real evidence 
to prove their charges of misconduct, 
else would they never have made 
those charges. 

And being fortified with the evi- 
dence to sustain the charges, it was 
their duty to present the charges and 
press them before the secretary of ag- 
riculture, even should such action re- 
sult, as Mr. Burleson fears, in bear- 
ing the market, 

Secretary Wilson is quoted ag ex- 
pressing perfect confidence in ‘his 
bureau of statistics as it is con- 
ducted by Statistician Hyde and his 
subordinates. He refers to the inves- 
tigations of the past which have re- 
sulted in congressional and judicial 
approval of the bureau and its meth- 
ods of doing business. That is all 
very good so far as it goes. The fact 
that no misdeed has been found in 
the past should, however, have na 
weight in the face of positive evi- 
dence of the character the officers of 
the association will, we assume, be 
able to produce, The fact that noth- 
ing bas been found against any gov- 
ernment official or set of government 
officials in the past will be taken as 
warrant for assumption on the part 
of their friends that they have done 
nothing improper; but mere assump- 
tion will count for nothing in the 
face of positive evidence to the con- 
trary. 

The absolute integrity of the gov- 
ernment’s statistics is of highest im- 
portance to every farmer and pro- 
ducer in the land. That these statis- 
tics should be perfectly safeguarded 
8o as to prevent their faHing into the 
hands of the speculators, and thus 
prove a factor in market manipuation, 
is absolutely essential.

ernment’s figures or of “leaking” for 
the benefit of the speculators should 
have his official head removed with- 
out a moment's delay.

Norway and Sweden Diverge. 

European politicians have for many 
years been prepared for the disunion 
of Norway and Sweden, which has 
just been precipitated by the Nor- 
wegian storthing in ita declaration of 
absolute independence of the other 
nation. Whether the world will see 
that rare spectacle, the bloodless 
birth of a new state, is a matter for 
speculation. Feeling between the ill- 
mated countries has been gathering 
bitterness with time, and Sweden 
keenly resents the cavalier departure 
of Norway. 

Viewed superficially, however, 
Sweden appears responsible for the 
severance, unless the burden is laid 
on the logical outgrowth of differing 
political and commercial] development, 
and a radical absence of common 
bonds between the two nations. Pre- 
vioys to 1814 Denmark held a 
suzérainty over Norway which was, 
in that year, transferred to Sweden 
without consulting the wishes of the 
ceded territory. The act of union 
placed the reins of government entire- 
ly in the hands of the Swedish mon- 
arch and his prime minister. Nor- 


way, it is true, maintained her own: 


legislative bodies, and enjoyed a cer- 
tain sort of autonomy; but her foreign 
relations were inevitably bound up 
with’ those of Sweden, and all foreign 
policies colored by the Swedish, view- 
point. 

Norway’s attitude was at first pas- 
sive. The foreign relations of the 
country were at that time of trivial 
proportions and the energy of the 
ple was directed tqward conditions 
within their own borders. As tme 
passed the status altered materially. 
Agricultural and topographi¢a) pecu- 
liarities inclined Norway altogether 
toward a free trade policy. Sweden’s 
interests, on the other hand, were 
promoted by the fostering of a rigid 
system of protection. In the face of 
these radical differences Sweden con- 
tinued to manage the foreign affairs 
of both nations from her own view- 
point. Each had the same consular 
ministers, the same flag and, in the 
eyes of international diplomats, Swed- 
ish officials stood for the two nations, 
Norwegian prestige being ignored. 

Under such an unequal partnership, 
it is not strange that Norway should 
assume a rebellious attitude and put 
forth efforts to secure a measure of 
international independence. Natural- 
ly these efforts took the form of mov- 
ing for an entirely distinct consular 
service. Now, a distinct consular ser- 
vice means a separate prime minis- 
ter, and an entirely dissimilar foreign 
policy—in other words, an independ- 
ent government. Agitation for an in- 
dependent consular service began in 
1891 and reached a culmination in the 
recent radical action of the Norwegian 
storthing. From the very first, the 


tics resolutely opposed the Norwegian 
demand. Two or three joint commis- 
sions were appointed to canvass the 
situation. Their reports were inva- 
riably unsatisfactory. Conference af- 
ter conference was held, compromise 
followed compromise, but the Norwe- 
gians were never fully assured that 
they would be granted, unequivocal- 
ly, their demand—independent consu- 
lar representation. A history of the 
futile attempts to reach a mutually 
satisfactory rapprochement would fill 
many columns of space. 

The Norwegians finally came to the 
conclusion that the reforms they 
craved would never be obtained under 
the authority of Sweden. This senti- 
ment came to a focus with the recent 
veto of the independent consular bill 
by King Oscar—the act which nom- 
inally provoked the flat-footed with- 
drawal of Norway. 

Were the Norwegians a. different 
people or the traditions of the two 
nations of a greater similarity, an 
amicable adjustment would have been 
possible despite differing interests. 
But the Norwegians have inheritances 
of their own. Their Viking ancestors 
‘handed them down legends which 
are precious; in their veins runs that 
passionate love of freedom, the nat- 
ural legacy of such virile forbears. 
At bottom, this is the spirit which 
moves for independence and which 
‘declares that Norway’s great sea trade 
‘shall not be stunted by the uhsympa- 
thetic administration of Sweden. 

An abiding respect for King Oscar, 
‘the lineal descendant of Napoleon's 
great marshal, Bernadotte, is about 
the only palpable link between the 
two countries. It is shown in the fact 
that in the throes of a new national 
birth, Norway turns to the king’s 
house for its first independent ruler. 
This sentiment andthe predominant 
common sense of the two powers are 
counted on to avert a lash. ,

Negro Wife of Savannah Chinaman 
Seeks Aid from Gov- 
ernor Terrell. 

Carrie Chong, the mulatto wife of a 

Savannah Chinaman, has written to Gov- 
ernor Terrell an appealing letter urging 
him not to let the federal government 
deport her husband to China, as is now 
threatened under the Chinese exclusion 
act.

Coming to Atlanta on Ac- 
count of the Many Ad- 
vantages Offered.

According to ali those in a position to 
know, the preparations now under way 
for a Greater Atlanta are beyond those 
of any other early summer in the history 
of the city. The following facts which 
wete given by those in a position to 
know contain plenty of interest to every 
Atlantan, and there are others still un- 
dar way which any premature publica- 
tlot might work to the detriment of the 
proposed enlargement. 

Then, too, tt must be remembered that 
Practically every manufacturer and 
tradesman has made arrangements for 
the securing of more help in the fall] if 
thig addition to the present force has not 
already been added. Following are somo 
of the many improvements contemplated 
Or rather now under way for the con- 
templation period has given way to that 
of preparation and the making of ali 
the needed arrangements. 

The Atlanta Agricultural Works, C. i. 
King. president, have made arrangements 
for the removal] of their present plant 
from Marietta street. A new site 
Near the exposition mills has already 
been purchased and it is the intention of 
the company to build a large up-to-date 
factory employing a much larger force 
of employees than at present. This big 
move has been demanded by the tremeni- 
dous increase in the business which now 
finds the Atlanta concern supplying agri- 
cultural implements to all parts of the 
country. The orders from all sections in 
the south during the past spring have 
been so large that the enlarging of the 
equipment was nothing short of a neces- 
sity. It is expected that the fall trade 
will find the new factory in readiness for 
supplying the trade with added facilities 
sufficient to keep abreast of the great 
increase in the orders. 

A new ooncern, the Piedmont Box Com- 
pany, have recently opened a big factory 
On Bast Hunter street equipped with all 
of the latest machinery for the making 
of paper boxes in all shapes and sizes. 
This industry is one that has grown very 
rapidly of ijiate and was undoubtediy 
brought about by the inorease in other 
Atlanta factories manufacturing goods 
requiring boxes. A New Yorker is at the 
head of this enterprise, and it was not 
until he had made a careful canvas of 
the city that he decided to make an in- 
vestment sufficientiy large to warrant 
the employment of many employees, 

One of the largest concerns is that of 
a new chemica] plant of the N, P. Pratt 
laboratory. It ig generally believed that 
this new plant will be located in Kirk- 
wood and will employ.a large force of 
men at wages which on account of tlie 
knowledge required will be top notcn. 
The demands which have been made on 
this Atlanta establishment for the last 
few years have been growing at a won- 
derful rate and for a long time it has 
been generally conceded that even with 
the many improvements that have been 
made the demand has grown beyond the 
present limits and a new factory neces- 
sitated. 

Among those who ought to know, it 1s 
generally believed that this new plant 
will be erected in Kirkwood, while the 
general offices will of course stil) remain 
in Atlanta. It is also stated that the 
new plant will not in any way affect the 
present establishment on Auburn ave- 
nue. 

Excavations have been and the 
actua] work of construction will begin 
immediately in the building of a large 
Ware house directly in the rear of the 
present sales rooms of the R. M. Rose 
Company, distillers, 79 and 8! Peachtree 
street. This ware house, which wil] be 
one of the largest in the south, will be 
connected with the present sales rooms. 
This, like other tmprovements and en- 
largements, has been for no other reason 
than to meet the actial present demands 
in the growth of a business nothing short 
of phenomenal. 

John D. Wing, for so long a time man- 
ager of the candy and cracker factory of 
the F. EB. Block Company, together with 
some of his associates, are reported as 
having already bought ai well-located 
property in Atlanta for the erection of 
a candy and factory plant. This site hav. 
ing been purchased, it is expected that 
the work will be pushed rapidly for 
ward and the manufacturing of candy 
and crackers will be a reality of the near 
future. 

New York parties have completed ar- 
rangements for the establishment of a 
new skirt and costume factory to be lo- 
cated at 93% Peters street. This tac- 
tory, tt ie claimed, will start business 
with a force of some twenty-five hands 
with the expectations of doubling and 
trebling this number in a short time. The 
parties interested spent some time in At- 
lanta canvassing before determining to 
locate in this city. Work is now under 
way with the prospect of opening bus!- 
ness in a very short time.

WANTS T0 CAMP 
IN CAROLINA 


Governor Terrell Hears Dele- 
gation in Behalf of Third 
Regiment of Infantry. 


Colonel A. H. DeVaughn, Hon. Clem 
Dunbar and Colone] Sandy Cohqn consti- 
tuted an Augusta delegation whith called 
on Governor Terrell yesterday with a 
view to urging him to relax his recent 
ruling with regard to refusing permission 
to the Georgia troops to go outside the 
state for the purpose of holding an en- 
campment. 

The Third regiment infantry is quite 
anxious to go to the Isle of Palms, off 
Charleston, 8. C., for a week's encamp- 
ment next month, and it is understood 
some considerable inducements have been 
offered them to hold their encampment 
there. A short time ago, however, the 
governor announced it as the policy of 
the administration to refuse permission 
to the troops to go outside the state for 
this or any other purpose except to at- 
tend war maneuvers under the auspices 
of the United States war department. 
The amnouncement of. this policy was 
made in the case of the Lincoln Guards, 
of Macon, a negro company, which want- 
ed to attend the tnauguration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but this was not the sole 
reason that prompted &. It seems that 
when Georgia troops have left the state 
heretofere there has always been some 
Sort Of lawlessnegs or serious mischief 
which the adjutant general's department 
has had a time in straightening out, and 
it wag on this account more than any- 
thing else that the governor decided to 
keep the troops within the state. 

The Augutsa delegation, however, put 
up a strong argument, and finally the 
governor decided to leave the matter with 
Adjutant General §. W. Harris. The del- 
egation held a conference with him and 
General Harrts promised to give the mat- 
ter careful consideration. It is expected 
a decision In the matter will be reached 
within a day or two, and the Augusta 
delegation has strong hopes that it will 
be favorable to the wishes of the regi- 
ment.

Railroad Commission Refuses 
to Reduce it to Two Cents, 


Order is Signed by Commissioners 
Hill and Joseph M. Brown, 
Chairman J. P. Brown Dis- 
senting—Marble Rate Al- 
lowed to Stand. 


Three cents a mile will continue to be 
the railtoad passenger fare in Georgia, 
for the present az least. 

The railré@ad commission yesterday pass- 
ed an order‘ declining. to grant the motion 
of Chairman J, Pope Brown for a reduc- 
tion to 2 cents a mile. 

The order, which is a very brief one, 
is as follows: 

“Atianta, Ga., June 8, 1905.—In re mo- 
tion to reduce passenger rate: Upon con- 


sideration of this question by the com- 
mission at its meeting this day, and after 
having heard evidence submitted and 
arguments made, the board Is of the 
Opinion that no change should be made 
in the passenger rates at the present 
time.”’ 

The order is signed by H. W. Hill and 
Joseph M. Brown, J. P. Brown dissenting. 

Chairman Brown expressed some sur- 
prise at the action of the two other com- 
missioners, and asked that the opinions 
which they had prepared giving their 
reasons for this action. be withheld until 
he could have opportunity to prepare his 
dissenting opinion so that it might be 
published at the same time. Commission. 
ers Hill and Brown readily assented tu 
this course. It will be several days, 
therefore, before the opinions fn the pas- 
senger rate case are made public. 

When asked as to the ground upon 
which the commission based this order, 
Commissioner Joseph M. Brown replied 
that the commissioners did not consider 
that a sufficient showing had been made 
to justify any reduction in the passenger 
fare at this time. 


Marble Rate Unchanged. 

There was a rehearing in the marble 
rate case before the railroad commission 
yesterday, with the result that the com- 
mission decided to permanently suspend 
circular 303, and the marble rates on the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern branch 
of the Louisville am@ Nashville will re- 
main as they have stood for some years 
past. 

Some years ago. when the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern was a struggling 
independent line, it was given permission 
to increags@ the marble rate, which was 
under class P 25 per cent. When the 
Louisville and Nashville secured control 
of the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
the commission, on petition of the marble 
men owning and operating quarries along 
that line, issued circular 303, taking. off 
the 25 per cent and leaving marble simply 
under class P. 

The Louisville and Nashville asked for 
a hearing, which was granted, the regult 
of which was a suspension of the circular 
because of the fact that the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern never has been 
and is not now a paying line, the expenses 
of operation in the hilly country being 
quite heavy. 

The marble men asked for a rehearing, 
claiming that if the road was not paying, 
all freight should be made to bear alike 
the burden of additional charges, and 
that the marble industry should not be 
singled out for this purpose. 

The rehearing was had yesterday, Hon. 
Spencer R. Atkinson, former railroad 
commissioner, appearing for the marble 
men and Hon. Alex King, of Atlanta, 
and General Freight Agent C. D. Boyd 
for the Louisville and Nashville. 

Shortly after the conclusion of the hear- 
ing the commission decided to make its 
order suspending circular 303 permanent, 
and leaving the marble rate on the Aé- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern as it has 
stood for some yéars. 

Plans for a new depot at Valdosta were 
submitted to the commission, and are 
now under consideration. 

Hon. N. A. Morris, of Marietta, appear- 
ed before the commission and made an 
argument in behalf of the people of 
Blackwells. who want a new depot.

fulton Grand Jury Returns In- 
dictment Against Wood, 


Special Plea of Lunacy May Be En- 
tered When Case is Called in 
Judge Roan’s Court Next 
Week—New Law 
ini Effect. 


Carey Wood, well known not only in 
Atlanta, but extensively acquainted com- 
mercially in the south, is no longer an 
occupant of a cell in the Fulton county 
jail as a suspect, but is now being held 
on the defined charge of arson—that 
charge having been made In a true Dill 
by the Fulton county grand jury during 
its session yesterday morning. 
And ‘in the county jail Wood will ro- 
main a prisoner among the hundred and 
more violators of the statutes of the com- 
monwealth of Georgia until next week, 
when he will be brought before Judge 
Roan, of the Fulton criminal superior 
court.- for trial, the offense for which he 
is held not being bailable. 
By the new law of the criminal code an 
accused party cannot be given the benefit 
of the lunacy writ process before ho is 
arraigned for trial on the charge on 
which he is indicted. As the law now 


reads the accused must be taken before 
the judge of the criminal court to enter) 
a plea to the criminal charge, 
case to arson. It is then that the at-| 
torney for the defendant enters a special , 
plea when the prisoner is arraigned, Upon, 
that special plea the claim of lunacy is 
set up and then the judge who was to 
have heard the trial upon the crimina) 
charge must convert his court into a 


prisoner. Should the defendant be found 
of unsound mind, the judge would issue 
an order for his removal to the state 
asylum, at the same time directing the 
keeper of the asylum to hold the subject 
in custody upon his recovery, if a return 
to sane conditions resulted, for a sur- 
render to the court's officers so that he 
might be brought back for a trial upon 
the original warrant. However, should 
the prisoner be found sane by the jury, 
the trial of the charge contained in the 
indictment would follow at once. 

These are the conditions now surround- 
ing Carey Wood, and which he will ve 
ealled to confront when the Fulton su- 
perior court, Judge Roan presiding, con- 
venes next week. 

The punishment for arson under the old 
law. an enactment of 1866, was death, 
whether the arson was accompanied by 
death or not. By the new law, section 
6744, made in 1899, the punishment for 
“willful and malicious burning ‘or setting 
fire to, or attempting to burn a house in 
a city, town or village or a planta- 
tion which is*occupied, shall be imprison- 
ment at labor for a term of not less than 
five years or more than twenty years.’ 
The act stipniates further that in event 
a Ifife is lost or an occupant of the build- 
ing is maimed, the punishment shall be 
death.

Due to a More Cheerful ‘Feel

Late Prices Declined from Inanima- 
tion and the Average Level Got 
Below Weunesday’s Final Fig- 
ures, the Closing Bring 
Steady But Lifeless. 


New York, June 8—There was 42 
abortive attempt to stir up. activity ii 
the stock market during the first hour 
of today’s session which resulted in lift- 
ing a few stocks toa considerably high- 
er level than yesterday’s closing. Tho 
movement flattened out completely and 
the subsequent settling of prices to a 
lower basis was due as much to inani- 
‘tion in the market as to any pa on 
‘sure to sell. The opening advance ha: 
its initiative in the higher level for Lon- 
don prices based on the belief in @ hope-

The uplift-of prices 
pathetic with London, and the actual 
transactions for foreign account here 
were insignificant in amount. The email 
selling attracted by the higher range of 
prices, however, invited some additional 
attempt to move the market upwards. 
The efforts centered on a handful of 
stocks amongst the ccalers_and south- 
ern railroads. and including Amalgamat- 
led Copper. The operations in the south- 
fern group were attributed to a newly 
‘formed pool or a reviva! of an old pool. 
Very favorable showings of gross earn- 
ings being made by railroads in that 
‘region were made the basis of the move- 
ment. The large production of anthra- 
cite is a favorable factor for the coals 
ers. These movements attracted no im-’ 
portant following. The inertia of the 
I'nited States Steel stocks was almost 
complete, influenced by the absence of 
any indication of revived activity in the 
iron markets. This proved a burden on 
sentiment towards the whole market. 
The rise in call money rates was atiri- 
buted to the redistribution of funds on 
deposit which are the proceeds of Jap- 
anese loan subscriptions amongst vari- 
ous financial institutions, and the Inti- 
mation was conveyed that these funds 
are likely to be left on deposit there for 
an indefinite period. Stock commission 
houses also have funds to lend owing tv 
the extreme dullness of the stock mar- 
ket.
